TWIN FALLS - On both sides of the 
Snake River Canyon, ofTlcials .ire debuting 
the fate of the land between the cunytm 
and Interstate 84 and taking.stcps lo solidi- , 
fy their claims on the land. 

The stakes in the debate? Prcstflvuiion 
of the canyon rim land, control ofdevolop- 
. ment around the •‘Crdssroad.s" intersection 
of 1-84 and U.S. 93. protection of the 
Snake River Aquifer and cultivation of the 
gateway to Twin Falls. 

Jerome city and county officials are col- 
laborating on a comprehcn.sive plan that 
includes establishing a large “imp.'ict area*' 
for the city. The area includes land around 
(he current city limits and a separate tract 
- connected to the first by a narrow strip 
of land - surrounding the Cro.ssroads and 
extending to the canyon rim. 

"What our goal is. is to implement long- 
range plans and goals to manage growth in 
such a way that wc don’t create conditions 
similar to Blue Lakes Boulevard and the 
south side of the canyon rim." said Larry 
Paine, Jerome city administrator. 

Rob Williams. Jerome city mtomey. is 
completing notices of public hearings ten- 
tatively s^cduled for the last two weeks 
of October. Hearings will be held by both 
Jerome ci^ and county Planning and Zon- 
ing Comnjissions, the City Council and 
county commissioners. 

“The hearings will be held simultane- 
ously,” Paine said. “The cooperation be- 
tween the city and county is at the highest 
point in the five years I’ve been in . 
Jerome."

Jerome wastewater at^mit 

Proposed motel wopld overload the city’s treatme|it system

JEROME - Guests taking a shower in a 
proposed motel in Jerome would overload 
the city wastewater treatment system, offi- 
cials say. 

“That port of the system has been at 110 
percent capocity for the last six years," City 
Councilwoman Charlotte Jacobson told 
council members. 

Rob Williams, attorney for the motel 
developers, said the owners have procured a 
Best Western frarichise and are in the final 
stages of buying property on the south edge 
of Jerome Itetween McDonald's restaurant 
and Hordeers Mini-man 

Construction of the 50- to 60-bcd motel 
will start this fall and is scheduled to be 


completed by February or March. 

“These people, brothers and sisters from 
Nebraska and locally, ore experienced motel 
people. They did a feasibility study and think 
Jerome is a dandy location.” Williams said. 

To handle the wastewater from the motel, 
“or any other business in that area will 
require an upgrade of the sewer system.” city 
Administrator Lorry Paine said. 

“But we’ll continue to -work with 
Crossroads and that problem will go away.” 
Paine said referring to an offer from 
Crossroads developers to pay for a sewer sys- 
tem and wastewater treauneni plant upgrade. 
IHpes for the Crossroods develt^ment - at the 
intersection ofU.S. Highway 93 and Intcretaic 
84 - would run past the motel, be said. 

“Wc’II have to (Improve the wastewater 
system), but it may delay the motel construc- 


tion. It’s not someihii^ we can't handle or 
aren’t willing to handle." wastewater treat- 
ment plant supervisor Bill Taylor said in a 
telephone interview. 

The council approved the Best Western 
request. Only Jacobson opposed the proposal 
based on the sewer system overload and the 
need to dcicrmtne costs involved in the nec- 
essary upgrade. 

The motel location is in the proposed city 
impact zone but not within city limits. The 
business would not be required to be 
annexed before receiving city services, 

"Tlic policy of the council is to allow cus- 
tomers outside the city limits lo be given 
sewer and water services at the council’s dis- 
cretion. Tlicn at a point in time that wc arc 
able to annex, .they could hot protest the 
annexation.” Paine said.

Patrol may 
pack bags 
for border

TWIN FALLS - A congressional com- 
mittee ho.s decided that Twin Falls border 
patrol agents are better o(T serving the bor- • 
ders of the United States and Mexico. 

Tucked inside a 525 biilton .S{)cnding bill 
is 0 mandate to shift the priorities of the . 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. 
Three Twin Falls agents would be relocat- 
ed Just north of the border if Congress ; 
pa.<ises the bill ond President Clinton signs 
it. 

It's part of a move to amass agents at the 
border lo stop illegal aliens from coming 
ill. and an attempt to concentrate oh 
employers who hire illegal workers. i- 

The bill designates money for 300 more 
Border Patrol agents, as well as .shifting 
700 agents currently working the interior 
of the country lo the southern border. 

"Tliey’II focus on beefing up slalT with 
invc-siigators so they can do the employ- 
er’s sanction program, an important com- 
ponent of the interior,” said INS 
spokesman Dan Kane. 

Tlie Twin Falls agents would be replaced 
by an unspecified number of investigators, 
who would work with law enforcement 
agencies and inspect work sites. 

“Investigators arc l-o the INS or to 
Border Patrol agents what detectives arc to 
police officers,’’ said Theodore Denning, 
deputy assistant chief of the U.S. Border 
Patrol in Havre. Mont. “A Border Patrol 
agent right now focuses solely on criminal 
aliens.” 

While die Twin Falls office has .shipped 
out between 800 and 900 illegal aliens for 
each of the past two years, the investiga- 
tors would look more ai document ven- 
dors, alien smuggling, and illegal use of 
public benefits, Denning said. Tlicy lend to 
look less at one-on-one criminal activity. 

That worries Twin Falls County 
Prosecutor Richard Bevan, who deals with 
Border Patrol agents every week in obtain- 
. ing hold orders to keep suspected aliens in 
jail and in scnding^riminal aliens back to 
their countries. Btjrdcr Patrol agents 
played an integral role in puning together a 
narcotics case last year, he said. 

“My opinion is that wc would really 
suffer in terms of day-to-day contact 
with the Border Patrol dealing with illc- 
gal-alicn criminals," he said. "I think it 
could have a direct impact on our ability

Supreme Court clears 
road districts in flood case

BOISE - The Idaho Supreme Court ha.s 
upheld n lower court ruling that the Buhl 
and Twin Falls highway districts were not 
re-sponsiblc for the damages coused when 
Salmon Falls Creek flooded 1 1 years ago. 

Water was released from Salmon Falls 
Dam in Twin Falls County when flooding 
tlireaicncd the structure. Jhc water went 
into Soimon Falls Creek, eventually 
flooding and damaging down.stream prop- 
erty. 

After a 1993 trial, the jury found that 
Salmon River Canal Co., which owned 
and operated Salmon Falls Dam. was 
solely responsible for the damage. 

The canal company filed u third-party 
lawsuit against the highway districts, 
alleging their negligent design of 
Balanced Rock Crossing contributed to 
the damage. 

Based on the jury’s. verdict. District 
Judge J. William Hart denied the canal 
company’s third-party claim and request 
for a new trial. 

In a decision written by Chief Justice 
Charles McDcvitt. the Supreme Court 
unanimously upheld that ruling on 
Tuesday. 

The jury relumed a judgment for SI .9 
million against the canal company. While 


the appeal was pending, the canal compa- 
ny settled with the downstream landown- 
ers for S2.2 million, including the judg- 
ment. interest and attorney fees. 

Tuesday’s ruling concerned only the 
canal company’s appeal from the ruling 
that the highway districts were absolved. 

In -another decision written by 
McDcvitt, the Supreme Court ruled 
against a worker’s compensation claim 
filed by Ronald Talbot for an alleged 
injury while driving a truck for Ames 
Construction at the Black Pine open pit 
gold mine. 

The court agreed with the Industrial 
Commission that Talbot failed to prove 
he suffered an on-the-job injury or that 
his condition was related to an industrial 
accident. 

The Supreme Court ordered Talbot’s 
attorney. Gregory C. May. to pay Amc.s 
Con.struction’s attorney fees. "Mr. May 
had no basis for his appeal, wasted judi- 
cial rc.sourccs and acted in bad faith in 
pursuit of this appeal,” the court said. 

The court ruled for Lee ond Noncy 
Enright in a Blaine County zoning case 
ond against county officials. The decision 
reinstated the Enrights legal action to 
block the county from changing their per- 
mit to construct a residence in a flood- 
plain.

ATLANTA (AP) — A deci- 
sion by Atlanta Braves manager 
Bobby Cox to go with a three- 
man rotation in the first round of 
the playoffs has the blessing of 
the two guys left out — Steve 
Avery and Kent Mcrckcr.

Avery has started all but two 
of his games since making the 
big leagues in 1990 — relieving 
once that first season and once in 
the 1992 playoffs against 
Pittsburgh. 

“Steve and Kent arc quality 
pitchers and you’ve got to feci 
good that they will be available 
fbr any situation,” said Smoltz. 

The bullpen had been 'consid- 
ered one of Atlanta’s weak spots 
in its postseason past, which 
included losing the World Series 
in seven games to Minnesota in 
1991 and in six games to Toronto 
in 1992.

The Federal, Open MarketCommittee met 
for nearly AH hours behind closed doors be- 
fore the policy-making panel issued a terse 
statement sigrioling it pos^^ up the opportu- 
nity to lower a key lending rate. 

“There was no urgent reason for the Fed 


to ease,” said economist Allen Sinai of 
Lehman Brothers investors in New York 
..City, “But the issue of easing will be with 
the Fed for quite some time. It's still a 
tossup." 

The committee will meet twice more this 
year, Nov. 15 and Dec. 19, to review the 
economy. 

Analysts said they believe the economy 
grew at arouiid a 2.5 percent aimual rate in 
the thiid quarter, which ends Saturday. That 
type of performance would procticolly os-’ 
sure no ninher rate cuts, they said. 


The economy slowed to a crawl in the 
spring, due in part to a series of interest rate 
increases the Federal Reserve engineered 
over a one-y^ stretch that -ended in Febru- 
ary. 

Then, on .July 6, the central bonk cut the 
rate banks charge each other for overnight 
loons to 5.75. percent That was the first — 
and only — reduction in nearly three years. 

The prime rate, a benchmaric for many 
business and consumer Joans, is 8.75 percent 
and has moved in lockstep with changes in 
the Fed's funds rate. 


Manufacturers had hoped the Fed would 
cut short-term borrowing costs to stimulate 
growth. 

But Tuesday's decision to leave the rate 
unchanged was widely anticipated by ano: 

' lysts, who noted that recovering home and 
auto sales, lower unemployment and recent 
manufacturing strength all point to an im- 
proving economy. 

“I anticipate accelerating growth of 
around 3.5 percent in the fourth quarter,” 
said Eugene Sherman of M.A. Schapiro & 
Co. in New York City. 


"That would suggest no change on the 
part of the Fed.” 

It probably would take a major jolt to the 
economy, such ns a severe stock market 
plunge, for Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan and his colleagues to intervene, 
Sherman added. 

Greenspan last week gave on upbeat read- 
ing of the economy in congressional testi- 
mony. commenting that the threat of a reces- 
sion had passed. Hc^said growth was 
strengthening and inflationary pressures 
were easing.

A typical solution is^for South 
to cross to his diamond ace and . 
. ..run. the.club 10..Ifjyest has ,^e. 
queen, the game makes regard- 
1^ of where the ace might be. In 
today’s layout. East wins his dub 
queen to lead a spade and West's 
spades are established while 
west's club ace is at large. This 
gives the defense two clubs and 
three spades for one down. 

How else to finesse in dubs? 
Try leading a low dub from dum- 
my! If it (oses to the queen with 
West, the contract is safe. West 
cannot attack spades gainfully 
and there is time to knock out the 
*dub ace. 

In today's layout, West takes 
his ace and switches to hearts, 
but South has no problems. Dum- 
my’s ace wins, the king of dubs is 
cashed and a dub is surrendered 
to Bast’s queen. South is then 
able to daim 10 winners, maldng 
the game with an overtri'r^ 

Is it possible for Elast to hop up

"The first issue looked great, but 
Cnone of us was happy with it,” he 


said. "We're learning that television 
and magazines are two very diflerent 
media. It's a struggle." 

The first issue, for example, includ- 
ed an arty layout of two shirtless 
young men — looking suspiciously 
like male models — building a stone 
wall. 

"We didn't like it at all and were 
upset about it,” Thomas said. “On our 
television show, we don't allow work- 
ers to take off their shins. That's an 
example of how the magazine needs 
to follow the show’s standards.” 

The magazine isn’t an independent 
spin-off from the show, Thomas 
emphasizes. "We ore I'nvolvcd every 
day in the magazine's content. Russ 
. Moraii (the show’s producer). Norm 
Abram (his cohost) and I review every 
article.” 

On the other hand, the magazine 
needs to develop its own voice. Right 
now, it relics heavily on the show’s 
personalities, with articles featuring 
Norm Abram’s fevorilc sow blades or 
carpenter Tom Silva's guide to 
routers. Too much of that and you 
have a company newsletter, not a 
magazine. 

"It will continue to evolve,” 
Thomas said. “Within the next five 
issues the magazine will dramatically 
improve. I’m in my seventh year as 
the host of 'This Old House,’ ond I 
can honestly say, that it took me five 
years to leom the language of the pro- 
gram. Only in the sixth year did 1 real- 
ly breome comfortable with my rOlc.” 


Tlic best feature in the current issue 
is an eight-page article tided “What's 
Wrong With "This House?”, a thor- 
ough inspection of the problems of a 
1768 house in Salem. Mass. 
Restoration of this house will be the 
main topic of the first 1 6 weeks of the 
new. .season of "This Old House,” 
be^nnrng Saturday. - ' . 

The article — a guide to home 
inspections — exommes the home’s 
roof, foundation, plumbing, wiring 
and insulation.

• Even 'yardless’ gardeners 
can grow spring-flowering 
tulips, daffodils and other bulbs 
in containers on decks and bal- 
conies, says' the Netherfands 
Flower Bulb Information 
Center. 

Anything from a half-barrel to. 
a terra-cotta pot or -old wheel- 
barrow can be used as a con- 
tainer. Be sure the container 
has drainage holes for excess 
water, to escape. This prevents 
root rot. 

“Double decking’ Is an easy 
way-to grow lots of bulbs.in one 
container. It's like making 
lasagna. Plant s layer of tall- 
growing bulbs (tulips, daffodils) 
In a container and cover with 
three Inches of soil. Place a 
layer of low-growing bulbs 
'.(grape -hyacinths, crocuses) 
and cover with another five 


Inches.of soil. Water well. ' 

To plant' many tulips In one 
large container, iise several 
layers of bulbs that flower at 
different times. Carefully read 
the label Information on bloom 
times. Choose bulbs that 
bloom at different periods — 
early, mid and late. The result 
will be a colorful comblnattbn 
that phases In and out of 
bloom, providing weeks of suc- 
cessive color,. 

Bulbs can be planted very 
close with their edges just 
touching for a mass-planting 
effect, or they can be spaced 1 
or 2 Inches apart for a looser 
flower bed. 

To get^xtra flowers fmm the 
same.. space, plant such annu- 
als as pansies over the bulbs. 
For an attractive edible over- 
planting, put In colorful leafy 
lettuce, red chard and parsley. 

How to get the tallest tulips? 
That's easy: Buy bulbs that are 
labeled “tall growing.’ The tall 
Darwin hybrids are a good bet.

They will rot in low areas 
where puddles of standing water col- 
lect, Dirickson says.

• Chilling. Tulip bulbs need to 
spend four to six weeks in the refrig- 
erator to simulate the winter ehill 
they need to bloom.

• Planting. Remember that . all 
bulbs look alike when you open the 
bags. You can’t tell a red fulip from 
a yellow one, or a Parrot tulip froiri n 
Darwin hybrid- Keep bulbs with the 
tags attached (or in the paper bag) 
until planting. Before digging, lay 
out the bags -pear the location m the 
yard where they are to be plonied. 

• Nitty-gritty. Smaller bulbs such 
as crocuses and snowdrops should 
be planted five inches deep. Larger 
bulbs including tulips and daffodils 
should be eight inches deep. 

Dig individual holes just large 


enough for one — or 0 few — bulbs. 
Try using a bulb-plontcr to scoop out 
these individual holes. The long- 
hondlcd version is easier to use than 
the short-hondledbulb-planter. 

Or, dig a large trench and then place 
the bulbs in the trench nt the advised 
spacing and cover them with soil. 
Whichever mc'thod is used, be sure 
there is loose soil at the bottom for 
drainage and to allow the roots to 
grow. 

Bulbs along with ebrras, tubers 
and rhizomes are always planted 
with the pointy end up. Ranunculus, 
a tuberous root, is the hard one — 
you will hove trouble deciding 
which end is up. In this case, the 
pointy clusters go down, with the flat 
part facing up. 

To feed the plants, u^o con- 
trollcd-rcleosc 9-9-6 byr food. 
Some bulb growers sprinkle bone 
mcol in each hole, end others use 
superphosphate. Bulbs, by their 
nature,^ are food storehouses and

•According to Couch, the canning 



kitchen. is able to do the same thing 
the home canner does, only foster and 
more cfUciendy. It takes two hours to 
moke 75 quarts of jelly at the canning 
kitchen, and the customer has no 
mess to clean up. The home canner 
can make seven quarts of jelly in 
about 90 minutes, with quite a rhess. 

The canning kitchen customer puts 
the food in the cans and sees the cans 
to the pressure cookers. Then the 
kitchen staff tokes over. The cus- 
tomers can leave and pick 'up their 
canned food later if they wish. - 

According to Couch, the cans trav- 
el well, there is no breakage and thi/ 
cons' seal more efficiendy than glos:^ 
jars used by home canners. 

Food canned at the kitchen may 
also be safer. The pressure cookers 
ore checked .regularly to assure accu- 
racy in temperature (botulism is a 
food poison bapterla that lives in 
improperly canned food). Home can- 
ners can get their pressure gauges 
checked free of charge at a county 
extension office, but many neglect to 
do.so. 

The kitchen is open to the public. 
There is a $15 membership fee, and 
the customer pays for the-materials 
used.

fhavc a big garden. It’s 25-by-35. Yards,

I have six rows of corn, seven rows of 
green beans, a couple of jack-o-Iantcm‘ plants, 
tomatoes, green peppers, carrots, raspberries, 
grapes, strawberries - and only one zucchini 
plant. I don’t do potatoes since most spud 
farmers will let you glean the fields. Squash 
is -not a beloved veggie in my house. And 
peas, well, 1 never think about my garden 
before May. 

It was a lovely, somewhat weed-free place 
all summer long. I toiled and sweated, hoed 
and tilled, fertilized and watered until I 
thou^t 1 would die. Now it’s September and 
my big, b«iutiful garden is being overgrown 
with weeds - and the yellowing bean leaves 
and dry corn give it a.rathcr beleaguered look. 

' But there is a happy ending. 

' I was able to can 34 pints and seven quarts 
of.bcans, and 1 supplied three families and 
one couple with beans. I froze 52 pints of 
corn. The tomatoes arc still coming on, but 
the spaghetti sauce, so far, smells delicious. 

The only downfall is that all these vegeta- 
bles arc the same. Year after year it’s the 
same green beans with a dash of salt, or the 
sam'c com with melted butter. And how many- 
loavcs of zucchini bread can one famijy eat?

Dough or die for French bakers 

With baguette sales down, bread-eating campaign starts 


PARIS (AP) — The crusty 
baguette, that hallowed symbol of 
the French way of life, is fast 
becoming an endangered secies — 
at least according to a government 
medio blitz that urges people to 
break itiorc bread. 

In the country where bread short- 
ages sparked riots culminating in 
the French Revolution, consump- 
tion of the long, golden loaves has 
plummeted. The culprits: changing 
lifestyles and the advent of conve- 
nience foods, 

Unless the slide is reversed, 
the sta^c-sponsored National 
Association of French Millers 
warns in its billboard and TV 
ads, the daily ritual of grabbing 
a hot loaf from the local bakery 
could become folklore. . 

“Bread is part of our nation* : 
al identity," Agriculture — 
Minister Philippe Vasscur said 
in launching the campaign last 
week. “Someday, if there isn’t any 
left, wc won’t know who wc real- 
ly' arc.’’ 

The apocalyptic billboard cam- 
paign shows a lonely soft-boiled 
egg with a straw in it — implying 
that that will be the only way to 
scoop up the runny yolk opcc 
baguettes disappear. The caption, 
“If you don’t cat bread, one day 
there won’t be any more,” hammers 
home the point. 

The TV ads spotlight a small boy 
at a kitchen tabic, smiling happily 
at that same soft-boiled egg, but his 
face drops when presented with the 
straw. His facq lights up when 
slices of fresH baguette antyc. 


. Exaggeration or not. bread pro- 
fessionals arc worried. 

In 1900, the daily bread intake 
was about 2 pounds. By the 1970s, 
that figure had dropped to about 5 
ounces, and has remained fairly sta- 
ble since. 

Studies show weight-conscious . . 
ciiyfolk arc eating even less bread 
today. When they do. it’s increas- 
ingly the specialty varieties — 
whole wheat, rye and sourdough 
among them.

for breakfast and packaged snacks 
after school instead of the age-old 
“tartincs," slices of warm, just- 
baked baguette smeared with butter 
and jam. 

Salads, pizza and other “pain-' 
less” takeout lunches arc replacing 
the traditional ham and cheese 
sandwich for many adults. 

So far. the buy-morc-bread cam-- 
paignlios had litUc noticeable effect 
on the public. 

At a bakery behind the Champs- 
Elysces, owner Denise Julien said 
Wednesday that none of her cus- 
tomers tiqticed the campaign poster ' 
on the shop’s front door. 

“My husband is crazy about 
baguettes, but I prefer whole wheat 


bread, so wc alternate,’’ said an 
elderly customer who declined to 
give her name. 'The baguette made 
today don’t keep os well over night 
as they once did, so wc buy less 
than we used to." 

Breadmakers put some of the 
blame on the increasin^-usc of 
mass-produced dough shipped 
frozen to fast-food outlets and 
supermarket chains. They then 
undersell the “boulangcrics.’’ or 
neighborhood bakery, often at a 
loss. . , 

_ According. to the National 
Federation of French Bakeries 
and Pastry Shops, about 300 to 
400 of France’s 35,000 family- 
owned boulnngcries disappear 
each year, particularly in rural 
areas. 

"The problem is that customers 
- get used to the poor quality and 
then they can’t tell the differ- 
ence,’’ said baker Nicole Sqvourcux. 
"Our sales of bread have been 
declining slowly but steadily for the 
past four years,'*’ 

Mrs. Savoureux isn’t sure 
whctJicr the ads will boost sales, but 
she's delighted with the effort. 

“The campaign is a shocker — 
telling people that if they don’t start 
coting good fresh bread, it may dis- 
appear," she said, "And that’s the. 
truth."
